ABSTRACT : 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To easily and surely connect a telephone 
call by 

directly reading telephone number numerals or the like written in a 
telephone 

book or the like and automatically performing dialing and 

originating a call 

based on directly read data. 

SOLUTION: A telephone set body 1 is provided with a light 
receiving part (a) 

for receiving infrared ray remote signals from a scanner 10 and 
automatically 

performs a calling operation by infrared ray remote signal 
reception. The 

scanner 10 reads and decodes a desired communication destination 
telephone 

number written in a telephone number book or the like and displays 
it on the 

liquid crystal screen of the scanner 10. When the transmission 
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part 8 of the 

scanner 10 is turned to the light receiving part (a) of the 
telephone set body 

1 and a transfer button is pressed after the desired communication 
destination 

telephone number displayed on the liquid crystal screen is visually 
confirmed, 

the telephone set body 1 automatically calls the desired 
communication 

destination telephone number. Thus, the telephone call is easily 

and surely 

connected.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 


[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the dispatch procedure aspect at the time of starting a 

call by telephone. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] To current and phase hand number assignment at the time of telebrief, a 
dial and both actuation of a push button are main, and there is a thing of the various gestalten which 
added abbreviated dialing, a FAX function, etc. to these. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, when the most connected a telephone uniformly, 
the activity procedure of the dispatch initiation depended on the call number selection means by dial 
actuation or the push button, and even if there were also many mistakes called a mistake telephone etc. 
and it used them as abbreviated dialing, it was doing this activity at the time of the number registration. 
[0004] This invention aims at the dissolution of the troublesome procedure in view of the above 
situation, and offers the means of easy and positive telephone connection.

[Means for Solving the Problem] By this invention, it is based on the equipment (application- for-utility- 
model-registration common 4-90495) which this invention persons devised previously in eye backlash 
do not realize the above-mentioned object. In view of future technical progress, it applies in piles, and it 
cooperates to this with the scanner equipment which can direct read the telephone number figure 
indicated by the telephone directory etc., and it calls automatically based on the reading data, and is 
considering as the telephone configuration possessing the electronic circuitry which sends. 
[0006] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] drawing 1 and an example to which 2 illustrated the telephone 
equipment by this invention intelligibly - it is - the following and drawing - a basis - ****** 
explanation is given. 

[0007] The light sensing portion a which receives the infrared remote signal from a scanner 10 is formed 
in the body 1 of telephone of drawing 1 , and data reception can perform call actuation now 
automatically. 

[0008] Next, drawing 1 and the scanner 10 of 2 are digital scanner - which reads the telephone number 
11, and by tracing a telephone number top like drawing 2 , the data is displayed on read in and they 
display the decoded telephone number 1 1 on body liquid crystal screen 5 a and scanner liquid crystal 
screen 5b, respectively. 

[0009] ****** is finished, and if the transmitting section 8 of a scanner 10 is subsequently turned to the 
light sensing portion a of the body 1 of telephone like drawing 1 and the transfer carbon button 6 is 
pushed, it will move to the activity which calls the call place of choice automatically shown in the 
telephone number 1 1 with the acknowledge signal of operation at an internal circuitry. 
[0010] Although reading data transmission of a scanner 10 is considered as wireless transmission in this 
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example, through a cord removable on the body 1 of telephone etc., as drawing, it is good, and you may 
form the reading section 9 in the arbitration part of an earphone 3, or may also include signal 
transduction in a cellular phone etc. at one. 
[0011] 

[Effect of the Invention] This invention is constituted as mentioned above, and is released from 
actuation of the a large number digit count character by the dial and push button 2 which are the 
conventional general call call technique, and the object may be attained simply and certainly by only 
reading the telephone number 1 1 with a scanner 10. 

[0012] Moreover, it can telephone easily from the business card kept in the cut-form document and 
electrode holder of the various kinds on which the telephone number 1 1 in the location from which the 
scanner 10 was separated by considering as a remote control like this example is printed, or the sheet 12 
is stuck etc., and there is a very large thing in the diverseness of the application, and improvement in 
effectiveness.
